A 
test gave an ounce of line gold in lliree 
hundred pounds of ore. The mines will 
be re-opened and worked on a large 
scale. 

Now raeasuroa have been promulgated 
with a vievv to the " Germanization " of 
the Prussian Poles. One of them prohi- 
bits all Polish recruits from talking Pol- 
ish within the barracks or during actual 
service. 

Prince Regent Albreohtof Brunswick 
ia dangerously ill.

FOOD FOll THlil FAlIISfflNG. 

Meas.ires to Be T.Ticcn at Once to Alleviate 
the Distress in India. 

London, Jan. 9. — It appears that Eng- 
land has awakened from its apathy re- 
garding the Indian famine suflerera and 
that measures will be taken to alleviate 
their distress, notwithstanding the pur- 
blind attitude of the Indian government 
which does not, or will not, see that the 
situation is one of the worst it has ever 
had to confront. 

Private and independent advices con- 
cur in stating that tbousands of persons 
are dying from starvation or from weak- 
ness that prevents them from assimil- 
ating the little food they may obtain, 
ft is knpwn that in the district of Jabal- 
hur alone, a district which had a popu- 
lation of three millions, nine thousand 
persons have died. Thousands of 
otliers will have to perish, despite 
any cflbrts th.at may have been 
or will be made to succor tliein. 
These are people living in remote dis- 
tricts far from the railroads and other 
lines of communication whom it will be 
impossible to care for until the death 
lists are enormously swollen. 

Large as the existing Indian relief 
system is, it is entirely unable to meet a 
famine period which, it ia estimated, 
will extend over the whole of 1897. 
Oablegrama from the Viceroy of India 
have been received here telling 
elieerfully of rains that have fallen in 
several parts of the country. It appears 
that the Indian government witfx in- 
comprehensible fatuity has acted on the 
belief that rain and not food was wanted. 
Of course rain will prevent a recurrence 
of the famine, but what ia wanted now 
is food, and that right speedily, to save 
thousands upon thousands of men, 
women and children from a torturing 
death. The question of a national relief 
grant will be discussed in parliament.

Manchestek, Jan. 9. — The Right lion. 
Arthur J. Balfour, Oonservative leader 
in the House of Commons, addressed a 
mass-meeting here to-day, congratulat- 
ing his constituents upon the great 
change in the face of public afTairs since 
lie addressed them on the same day in 
IS'JG, when the heart of every citizen of 
tbe Empire was filled with anxiety at 
the unexpected trouble which, in the 
" twinkling of an eye, had beaet the 
country from every quarter — the Lhiited 
States, the Transvaal and Germany." 

Continuing, Mr. Balfour said : "lam 
glad to say that the clouds are now dis- 
sipated." 

Referring to the insinuation that Ihe 
Irish political prisoners were leleased in 
return for Irish support of the land bill, 
Mr. Balfour said that the flrstany mem- 
ber of the cabinet had heard of the mat- 
ter was the statement of Sir Michael 
Ilicka-Beach, chancellor of the ex- 
clieiiuer, announcing their intended re- 
lease. 

lieferring to the recent rejiort on the 
(iiiancial relaliona between (ireat J>rilain 
and Ireland, Mr. JSaifour saitl : "It is 
singular that new (liaeuveiiea kIiouIiI be 
madfi after t he e.xcbequera of I'hijiland 
and Ireland have been amalgamated lor 
fifty years. During this half cenliiry 
such distinguished statesmen as Glad- 
stone and other.g, who have occupied 
a great part of their oflieial lives 
in redressing the wrongs of Ireland, have 
devoted considerable attention to the 
fiscal policies of the Empire. Yet it was 
not until late in tbe year 1890 that it 
was discovered that England had been 
robbing Ireland to the extent of £2,000,- 
OOOannuHllyl Except for a very few 
ta.KCs, wiiiidi are levied in Enjiland and 
not in ireliind, the two coun- 
tries pay i)recisely the same tax- 
es. The anioiinC paid by Ireland 
sliows the so-called taxable capatdty as 
compared with England, coiiiea from in- 
direct taxation. In reality tlie i)rincii)al 
duty is upon the single article of whis- 
key. This extra taxation, however, is 
returned to Ireland, in the shape of Im- 
perial exiieiuiitures. Th ^ coneluaioiia of 
this coinmiesion which made the rejiort 
on the lincialal relations between Great 
Britain and Ireland are not based upon 
sound finances. If, as the commission 
holds, the taxable capacity of Ireland as 
compared with England is twenty to 
one, the contribution of Ireland 
to the Imperial expenditure should 
bo in the same proportion. In 
stead of a million, Ireland ought 
to pay ,C;i;i,0OO,O0O. If, as sugges- 
ted by Mr. Astpiith, Ireland would be 
given control of her finances, one-twen- 
tieth of the linperial expenditures being 
made a first charge thereon, Irish home 
rule and Irish finance would spell bank- 
ruptcy and nothing else. Ireland's one 
boi)e of solvency and future prosperity 
lies in the maintenance of the partner- 
ship which, to our mutual advantages, 
has extended for nearly one hundred 
years." 

ACCIDENTALLY KILLED. 

Reginald Patterson tbe Victim of a Peculiar

Ko.ssi-.^Ni), Jan. 9. — A special to the 
Miner from Nelson states that the Hall 
Mines smelter blew in again to-day with 
a supply of ore amounting to 1,200 tons 
on band. The same special also states 
that R. Marpole, superintendent of the 
Pacific division of the O.P.E., has arriv- 
ed and will dispatch a corps of engineers 
under C. E. Perry on Monday to begin a 
survey for the Crow's Nest Pass 
line around Kototenay lake. Mr. Mar- 
pole says that construction of a branch 
line from Slocan lake to the Slocaa 
crossing of the Columbia and Kootenay 
railway will begin at once. He has ap- 
pointed Capt. Troup, manager of the O. 
& K. S. N. Co., as superintendent of in- 
land steamers for the Pacific division of 
the C.P.R., embracing the steamers on 
Kootenay, Slocan and Okanagan lakes, 
and the Columbia river. New wharves 
are to be built atRobson at once. 

A representative of the Rossland Miner 
to-day visited the mines of the free 
milling gold belt. He found the sho'w- 
ings recently discovered to be all as rep- 
resented, 'i'he very rich streak in the 
0. K. has now been driven in for three 
days and still continues. The ore is 
just a mass of gold in threads and points 
like pinheads. Its value cannot be less 
than if20,0()0 to the ton. It is too 
rich to mill and will be shipped to the 
smeller. No blasting can be done ou 
this level now as it would cause a great 
waste of gold, and tbe ore is taken out 
by gads and picks and immediately 
sacked. Besides the very rich pay streak 
eight inches wide, there are nearly two' 
feet of quartz in the hanging wall show- . 
ing free gold worth at least .fsO to $60 per 
ton. 

Mines which will begin regular ship- 
ments next week are the Cliff, Koot- 
enav, Jumbo, 0. K., Josie and Red 
Moiinlain. The Clill has 1,000 tons of 
ore on the dump ; the Kootenay has -100 
tone on the dump, worth if 10 ; tlio Ju:nbo 
has five carloads ready ; the 0. K. lias u 
carloafl of concentrates worth .?150 per 
ton ; tbe Joaio will ship ten tons a day 
to start with ; the Red Mountain is send- 
ing out 15 tons a week ; and the Le Roi 
will begin shipping 100 tons a day over 
tbe Red Mountain railw.ayin addition to 
the 20 tons a day sent to Trail. -The 
War Eagle will continue to ship 100 tuns 
a day to the latter point. 



HIS HOLINESS' HEALTH. 

Gr.ive Apprehensions as to the Condition of 
the Occupant of the Papal Chair— 
Sticcession Discussed. 

London, Jan. 9. — lu spite of official 
denials, the reports that tile health of 
the Pope is very delicate are confirmed 

by private advices. According to news 
from Rome, received by Cardinal Rich- 
ard, archbishop of Paris, the condition 
of tlie Pope is very dieciuieting. 'Iho 
death of Cardinal San Eelice greatly 
affected His Holiness, as San Felice was 
Po])e Leo's probable successor to the 
pontificate, and regartiod by tlie drie- 
bbnd as the possible means of bringing 
about a reconciliation between the Quir- 
inai and the Vatican. Jimjieror William 
when he visited Najilea last spring asked 
Cardinal San I'elico what attitude he 
would take if elected Poiio, but the dis- 
tinguished prelate declined to be drawn 
out. 

In view of Pope Leo's present condi- 
tion of health, ii ia atated some of the 
powers have already signified their 
wishes regarding tlie succession — 
France, Belgium and Portugal favoring 
Cardinal Paroachi, the vicar-general of 
His Holiness; while Spain, Austria and 
Busesa support Cardinal Vannutelli, the 
prefect of the Congregational Index.

SOUNDS AN ALARM NOTE. 

Old Faults Reappearing in the Administra- 
tion of the Afl'airs ot the Indian 
Empire. 

LoNDO.N', Jan. 9. — The view of Lord 
Koberta, in his autobiography just pub- 
liahed, on the possibility of another In- 
dian famine, have attracted considerable 
attention. In spite of the enormous pro- 
gress made by the Indian army he warns 
Great Britain tfiat "the signs of the 
•spirit of unrest and diacoatent which 
sowed the seeds ot the Indian muiiny 
are being revived, and he attributes this 
to the reappearance of old faults in the 
administration of the Indian empire. 
The government, it appears, has become 
more and more centralized, and depart- 
mental spirit is very strong in each de- 
partment in the line of progress in push- 
ing ineasurea obnoxious to the natives. 
Ttie legislative, fiscal and judicial sys- 
tems have developed beyond the intelli- 
gence of the natives. 

Lord Koberta also doubts whether tlie 
idea of converting the Indian princes 
and nobles into English noblemen has 
been carried out with sufficient caution. 
The St, James Gazette take a grave view 
of Lard Roberts' remarks, and says : 

" In the situation outlined by Lord 
Roberts, combined by the activity of the 
faddists at home and the presence of ac- 
ciilental or unanticipated grievances, 
there arc materials for a conllagration 
which an ordinary Engliahman would 
have dismissed as incredible." 



HOSTILE TO CtEU.VIAN INTERESTS. 

Tlie Agrarian Press of F.-xlherkiiul Assumes 
an Aggressive Tone Concerning 
America, 

Piici'.i.rx, Jan.H — Tlieagrarianpress just 
now uses a very aggressive tone against 
the United .States. It the last issue of 
the Official Correspondence appeared 
theremark, " The Yankee, in liis arro- 
gance and hatred of Germany, knows 
hardly any bounds. The United States 
has sought many occasions during the 
last few years to quarrel with Germany. 
The unjustiliable differentiation against 
German sugar and salt and the levying 
of tonnage fees upon Cuirman ahi|)ping, 
speak eloi|uently in this respect. If tlii.a 
should hapi)en under President Cleve- 
land, how much more may we expect 
under Mclvinley V Yet wo are expected 
to bond the knee to him. " 



AMERICA'S AMBASSADOR. 

The Expected Appoiatnent of Coi. Hay as 
Successor to Mr. Bayard CordiBily Re 
. ceived by the British Press. 

London, Jan. 9. — The appointment of 

Col. John Hay to succeed Mr. Thomas 
Bayard as United States ambassador to 
the Court of St. James appears to be re- 
garded here as a eottieij thing and la 
generally well received. 'J'he Speaker 
says; "The selection will give the 
greatest pleasure to this country," and 
proceeds to pay him compliiiKuita as a 
man of letters and of the highest person- 
al character, adding: "It is no light 
task to succeed such a man as Mr. Bay- 
ard, but we do not think we exaggerate 
in saying that Col. Hay is better fitted 
than most men to perform the task 
satisfactorily. The author of ' Jim 
Bludsoe ' and 'The Pike County Ballads ' 
is certain of a warm welcome from the 
British public, even if his personal .con- 
siilerations were far less marked than 
they are. Wo hope that the American 
.•uiibassadors in London will have an 
easier time in tlio future than in the 
ijast, but, in any circumstances, it is 
well that a man of Col. Hay's repute is 
lil>polnted to the post."

ddrs has. brought forth posaip regarding 
former ministers, and the newapapera 
point out' that four ministers to' Great 
Britain wei4 also presidents ot the 
United'States, smd that in three cases 
the .London mission was a stepping- 
stone to the presidency. The speech of 
iSIr. Bayard on Wednesday was chiefly 
significant to those who recently talked 
with him, and knew he was smarting 
under severe criticisms passed upon him 
in America, and that he would endeavor 
to strike back. 

THE DIAMOND JUBILEE. 

Extensive Preparations flaking for the Cele- 
bration of tlie Longest Reign 
on Record. 

London, Jan. 9. — It seoms to be settled 
that the longest reign celebration will be 
known as the di'amond jubilee, for the 
Prince of Wales has set the seal of royal 
approval upon it by the use of this "de- 
scription in a speech. Preparations will 
soon begin and the celebration is rapidly 
iissuming a magnituUe unforeseen wlien 
it was first broached. The Prince of 
Wales, Dukeof Conmuight and theDuke 
of York will have to bear the brunt of 
the labor of the entertaining in order to 
save the Queen as much fatigue as pos- 
sible. It is reported that the represent- 
atives of Her Majesty are negotiating to 
secure a new large hotel for the accom- 
modation of the many members of the 
royal family who are expected. The 
Chronicle says Emperor William at- 
taches great importance to his visit to 
Ihigland upon this occasion,^ and be 
hopes U) meet the Czar under his grand- 
motlier's roof and improve the occasion 
to dissipate the misunderstanding be- 
tween Russia and Great lUitaiu. 

The court functions for tl'.o approacli- 
ing season include hve drawing rooms 
and five levees. The state apartments 
of St. James' palace are being re-decor- 
ated and the Prince of Wales will hold 
two levees there nrior to his departure 
for Cannes in the middle of February. 
A May drawing room will bo held by 
the Queen in person and the rule of lim- 
iting the presentees to two hundred will 
be strictly preserved this year. 




TIIE FRENCH SENATE. 

Radical Attempts to Oust the Moderate Re- 
publicans Fail in all Contested 
Districts. 

As already noteil in the cable dis- 
patches, the elections held on Sunday 
last to fill tlie seats of one-third of the 
members of the French Senate resulted 
in the defeat of the Radicals, who failed 
in their attempts to oust the Moderate 
Republican candidates wherever the lat- 
ter contested the districts. The Senate 
is composed of 300 members, of whom 
one-fourth were originally elected by the 
National Assembly for life, vacancies in 
this rank being filled by the Senate it- 
self. Since 1S84, however, no new life 
Senators have been elected, the distinc- 
tion Ijoing abolished for all except the 
survivors of the previous election. Sub- 
ject to the gradual absorption of the 
remaining life Senatorahips, the 
entire body of the second cham- 
ber is renewed by thirds every 
three years, so that the Sena- 
torial mandate e.xtenda for nine years 
in each case. The (]ualillcation for Sena- 
tors is tliat they shall bo of French 
nationality, not under -10 years of age 
and in full enjoyment of their civil and 
political rights; but members of families 
who have furnished occupants of the 
throne and generals or admirals on 
active service are disqualifieJ. The 
salary of a senator is 15.000 francs a year. 
Senatorial electors, in the several con- 
stituent departments are of three cate- 
gories: First, communal and municii)al 
delegates, elected by a majority of each 
commune or municipality, one or more 
delegates for every local representative 
body, according to population; second, 
all the members of each council general 
and ilistrict council ; third, the deputies 
in each depaj-tnient. Two months after 
the election of delegates the whole elec- 
toral college proceeds to nominate one- 
third of the total number of Senators 
voted to the department.

CHILDREN ON THE STEEETS. 

The Home and Dlreside NcKlected for Public 
Amusements and Undesirable 

Companionship. 

Under the above heading the Com- 
mercial Advertiser, of New York, speaks 
of the necessity of providing for the chil- 
dren of the vicioii.-i and degraded, places 
of s belter and amusement, which shall 
be more comfortable and more attrac- 
tive than the streets, where they now 
spend almost all of tlieir waking hours. 
It is no use to say that these cliildren 
must be sent " homo " at night. Their 
homes, when they have any, are often 
worse places than the street. In them 
they learn lessons of vice and are in 
depths of degradation which ate more 
iinnreesive and more demoralizing than 
would be posaibie in even the lowest street 
of the worst quarter ot tlio city. The 
duty of good citizens is to open well-reg- 
ulated i)hiyrooni9, reading rooms and 
otlier places of the kind, whei-o the 
children, amid comfortable surrjundings 
and in a healthy moral atmosphere, can 
pass the time when they are" neither at 
work nor asleep. The plan seems to be 
a good as well as a feasible ono, and de- 
serves the consideration of all who have 
the means and the inclination to help in 
so worthy a project. 

The Advertiser's article suggests 
the thought that our own little 
ones who are growing up in the cities 
and towns are exposed to many dancers 
and temptations. It is true that we 
have as yet no vicious class among the 
children, but bad boys and girls are to 
be found everywhere and tlieir iufhience 
is all for evil, whether it be met with in 
the street or the play ground. It seems 
to us that parents are not suilicicntly 
alive to the danger of allowing children 
to pl.iy about after dark with any clianee 
companion who may be passing and 
have an idle lialf liour to spare. 

It is to be hoped we are not treading 
on forbidden ground when we express 
doubts as to the wisdom of allowing 
cliildren, some of them scarcely more 
than infants to meet together with little 
if any supervision, to be trained for public 
entertainments or of letting them un- 
dergo the unhealthy excitement of per- 
forming to delighted audiences in bril- 
liantly lighted, crowded rooms at an 
hour when they should be refreshing 
both body and mind by sound, dream- 
less slumber. 

As the children grow older, do parents 
always take tlie trouble to make tlieir 
homes the hapitiest places of amuse- 
ment? Are the girls and boys encour- 
aged to bring their friends and com- 
panions there nnd to spend their leisure 
time with brothers and sisters, and un- 
der the wise, kindly control of mother 
and father? We are afraid that the 
idea of there being no place like home 
is, among some of us, becoming oid- 
fasbioned. Public entertainments and 
places of amusement are beginning to 
usurp the place of the fireside game, the 
story read aloud, or the chorus, in which 
the voices of the whole domestic circle 
joined heartily, even if not in perfect 
harmony. We hear a good deal of talk 
about passing a curfew law, and it is 
impossible to deny that many of our 
children spend more time on the street 
than is good for them ; but a pure, 
healthy, happy home life can protect 
them all, little and big, from harmful 
outside influences as no law can do, an<J 
we doubt very much if without that 
the most well-intentioned regulations 
will avert the bad consequences which 
are sure to follow the premature contact 
with the pleasures, the excitements and, 
alas, the evils of the outside world.

DEATH OF MR. LAWSON. 

The death of Mr. Henry Lawsoii, 
■which is announced in another column, 
removea one of the veterans from the 
sphere of Canadian journalism. Forty 
years of continuous and active service in 
its ranks, always holdinp; an important 
iind influential editorial place, isa record 
rare in its annala and represents a life of 
great labor and usefulness, one that has 
i!Ot failed in moulding public sentiment 
find, it is needless to say, always in a 
right direction. The sum of such a life 
work cannot easily be estimated. Apart 
from his editorial management of the 
Colonist, which was conspicuous for its 
ability, good judgment and educative 
Vtilue, be did valuable service for Mari- 
time Province papers, the Toronto Globe 
and the Montreal Herald and Star. In 
the Province of Prince lid ward Island in 
pre-Coufederation days, when be occu- 
pied important editorial positions, be 
was active and prominent in the advo- 
cacy of reform in educational matters 
and in the settlement of the vexed land 
([uestion. 

Personally, Mr. Lawson was of the 
sturdy typo of manhood, with strong 
convictions, and characterized by old- 
lasiiioned honesty of purpose, qualities 
which not only earned for bim the 
esteem and admiration of bis friends, 
but entered into and dominated bis pro- 
fessional duties. He was a man who 
possessed a wide range of exact informa- 
tion and wrote jihunly and forcibly. 
His reafjoning was clear and liis conclu- 
liions sound. By long association with 
public men and experience in public 
ailairs he had au intimate knowledge 
and a' comprehensive grasp of 
Canadian politics in all its phases, 
and bis judgment was rarely at fault iu 
dealing with varions and complex issues 
as they arose. In his relations with 
lliose in whose service he wrought he 
was characterized by strict fidelity and 
unfailing devotion to their interests, and 
much of the success of the Uolonis i 
during his connection with its editorial 
management is due to his eflbrts. Ho 
luaintaiued a high standard of joiirnal- 
iritic L'thict!, and never ilcscended to per- 
sonalities or acriinonioua and recrim- 
inatory disciiaaiou. His death will be 
generally regretted, and where bis per- 
sonality was not known bis loss will be 
felt as that of one whose services to 
journalism were valna!)lo. ili.s consti- 
tuency ot reatlers was a wide and ap- 
preciative one.

THE CONSERVATIVE POLICY. 

In the rlespatcb froiri our Ottawa cor- 
respondent a lew days ago tlicro was an 
item stating that "the Cabinet had a 
three hours' sitting when the iiuestion 
of the extension of Canadian trade was 
under consideration. It is proposed to 
take steps to develops trade with South 
Africa, South America and Mediter- 
ranean ports." "Is it possible?" will 
be tha exclamation of the average reader 
on seeiuE such a statement. The fact 
would have been ordinary enough if re- 
lated of 11 Conservative administration, 
one of the cardinal principles of the 
policy of ^hicb was, while preserving the 
home market for the native producer, to 
find a market abroad for his surplus 
stock. But the Btatemont that a Cab- 
inet, which includes within its ranks 
Sir Kichard Cartwright, is considering 
the oxtoiiaion in foreign parts of Can- 
adian trade, is Homotbing so singularly 
incongruous with tbo repeated declar- 
ations of. the Liberal trade policy as to 
call forth expressions of incredulity. 
The;Uiiit^-: States •mftrlcet was the sole 



erate, and even that was only mentioned 
because it afforded a line backgrom,d to 
bis bitter sarcasms on "a govern- 
ment which Bconred the uttermost parts 
of the earth for the custom of a handful 
of reluctant buyers while there were 
millions anxious to deal with us 'across 
the border lino." And iiov/ the niierby 
United States Jordan is rejected by the 
Trade and Commerce Namaan for the 
South African Abana and the South 
American Fbarpar. 

Yet CtonseivativeB should rejoice at 
this new admission of the soundness of 
the principles upon wbicli the policy of 
the party ia founded. Tbo Globe, tiie 
official organ of the Liberal Government, 
which both points out the line it should 
follow and registers its decisions, has re- 
cently ridiculed those who would pro- 
pose to stiip the Canadian tariff of its 
protectionist features. Doubtless it will 
as promptly and decisively applaud the 
action which seeks to find new outleta 
for Canadian industries, the possibility 
of whose young iifo is that they ehould 
find cheir first nourishment in the home 
market and thereby gain strength for 
eSorts fnrther afield. Imitation is tbo 
sincerest flattery, and the.CJpnservatives 
are having this to the full in the manner 
in which their successors ase following 
in their footsteps. 

THE ALDERMANIC CANDIDATES. 

As R'e said on Friday, there are spec- 
ial i-easons why the civia electors should 
strive to secure a capable and energetic 
council on the present occasion. We 
are often told that a municipal corpora- 
tion has many things in common with a 
joint stock company, and that the civic 
council is similar to the board of direct- 
ors to which the sliareliolders entrust 
the maiingenjent of their capital nnd un- 
dertaking, "While there are certain es- 
sbntial and important difTerences be- 
tween the two kinds ot aggregations— 
since the joint stock company is the re- 
sult of absolutely voluntary action on 
the part of its shareholders, while there 
is notthe same freedum possible to the 
residents of a town — there ia still such a 
similarity in some important respects 
that wo may use the compariaou to good 
advantage, especially at the time when 
the people are called upon to select their 
civic rulers for the ensuing year. 

Assuming, therftfore, for the sake of 
comparison, that there is considerable 
likeness between the ruling -bodies of a 
civic and a commercial corporation, we 
may get some useful hints from the 
manner in which shareholders select 
theirdirectoraforourguidancein choosing 
our aldermen. Ordinarily no man would 
havea chanceoi being elected on ii board 
of directoi-fi, unless the shareholders be- 
lieved that he possessed the ability and 
ex]-)erieuce essential for success in the 
management of their property. If lie 
did not possess those qaallfications, 
nothing else would ensure his election. 
He might speak with the tongue of an 
angel, but if the shareholders thought 
that he lacked commercial ability or 
common-sense his elo(]nciice would avail 
him nothing. If it was thought that he 
sought the office for the sake of the fees 
attached to it, or because by occupying 
it he could benefit himself and his 
friends pecuniarily, though at the ex- 
pense of tlie shareholders as a body, he 
would also fail ot election. If it was 
notorious that he had been a failure in 
the management of Ida own private 
alhiirs, tlie members of the company 
would look askance at a man who asked 
them to put blm in control of their pro- 
perty. Even if he possessed qnaMsa- 
tioiis which appeared satisfactory, it 
would be coiJEiderod as a necessary pre- 
liminary to his election as a director, 
that he should be able to outline the 
policy which be would pursue and the [ 
coarse he would adopt to make the cor- 
porate undertaking remunerative. 

Can it be said that these ordinary pre- 1 
caiuions are taken as a rule bj' the j 
cleutors in Victoria, and, fnr the mutter ; 
of that, in many other phices? Kot at ! 
all. Lookback over u series of yc-xis ! 
and call to mind the melaucboly list of 
aldermanic failures, the monotony of 
them only varied when occasionally 
someone even worse than the usual low 
standard managed to secure election. 
The idea of the residents of the city, or 
of the various wards, conferring together 
with a view of ])itchiiig upon eonio fel- 
low-citixeij who posiicaaed I lie desirable 
qualities, nnd then , uniting in asking 
him to serve the city, would be coiisitl 
ered as an extraordinary procedure, 
Somctimesv it is true, a ret-iuisition ia 
circuhitcd and receives some signatures 
with the view of inducing some person 
to become a candidate. Uat from the 
fact that there ia generally some private 
or personal reason for such a course, 
there is frequently a good deal of suepic- 
ion attached to it and its comparative 
singularitr detracts from its chance of a 
successful result. 

Then, again, how often do we secure 
from a candidate for tlie i)OBitioa ol 
mayor or aklerman a clear and business- 
like outline of what course or policy be 
.will pursue if etected? Scarcely ever. 
We may get disjointed portions of a pro- 
gramme or an answer on some one de- 
tail as the result of an inquiry from a 
taxpayer at !i meeting. But ecarcoly a 
candidate appears to think that he is 
called upon to ileclare a complete line of 
action as that ho projioses to take if 
elected. In fact, to accuro bis election 
with as few pledges as possible, and 
trust to accidents or future events to 
guide' his official course, is looked upon 



entitles him to the admiration of his 
fellow-citizens. No director could get 
on the board of a company in such a 
manner, and until our^-Clvic electors 
adopt like common-sense and busineEs 
methods, it is not to be expected tbat 
the city will bo well governed, that its 
i^flairs will bo ably administered and im- 
provements and public works carried 
out with tbat economy and success 
whlclL'Bxe generally fobud in the career 
of a commercial corporation, where en- 
tirely difiTerent methods prevail in the 
selectioh of the executive from those 
which are in vogue in civic affairs. 



EDITORIAL COMMENT. 

TirKRE were seven negroes lynched in 
Kentucky the week before Ohriatmas. 
In what other country of the civilized 
world would such a usurpation of justice 
go unpunished? If, ks seems probable, 
the miserable wretches were guilty of 
the crimes laid to their charge, why was 
it necessary for citizens to take upon 
themselves the hangman's office with all 
the brutalizing effects upon tiie indi 
Aidual tbat often result even from the 
legal execution of that ollice. If anj' of 
tlieni were innocent, as some of them 
protoatod with their last breath, why 
should men in the name of justice incur 
the guilt of miirder? The condition of a 
country where any considerable number 
of the populace are swayed by unreason- 
ing and unbriilled passions, must be de 
plorable and the condition of society, 
where the injured feel that they must 
depend upon themselves and not upon 
the law for redress, is in no small danger 
of i-olapaiug into barbarism.

Ma.nv months of acute sickness ended 
yesterday morning in death to Captain 
Laing, one of Victoria's pioneer sealers 
and citizens. The deceased came to this 
city from Scotland in 1S54, when only 
seven years of age, his father, Robert 
I^aing, being the pioneer shipbuilder of 
Victoria. Ho engaged in the trading 
buainesa on the coast in 1871, and for 
several years conducted trading stations 
at different points along the shore of 
Vancouver island. A few years after 
the wreck of the memorable Pacific, the 
schooner W. P. Sayward was con- 
structed for him by his lather. 
In 1887 the Sayward was seized 
in Behring sea, but as soon as 
possiblfl, Mr. Laing appealed from the 
decision, which condemned' his 
schooner, bonding her out. The vessel 
attained a world-wide reputation as 
the one decided on for a test case, which 
tlie Dominion and United States con- 
sidered solely in the arbitration whicli 
followed. The Dominion of course won, 
but the damages were not paid, and this 
happens to be one of the claims receiv- 
ing consideration at the sealing commis- 
sion now Bitting. The late CaiHain 
Laing leaves a large family to mourn 
Ilia loss, hia son having but a few Satur- 
day evenings ago been awarded a medal 
for bravery by the Royal Canadian 
Humane Societv.

DEATH OP MB. HENEY LAWSON. 

The Veteran Journalist Passes Away, 
' Mourned by AU Wlio Knew Him and 
Leaving the Honornble Record of a Well- 
Spent Life. ^ 

Mr. Henry Lawson, for eight years 
editor of the Colonist, died at hia resi- 
dence. Cook street, at 3 o'clock yester- 
day morning, after an illnesa of throe 
weeks. For Gome time before being 
confined to hia room he had been feel- 
ing unwell, and had already made ar- 
rangements for taking a holiday for the 
benefit of his health. He was, however, 
taken too seriously ill to carry out bis 
intention, and after several days' con- 
finement to hia room his physician , pro- 
nounced hia sickness typhoid fever, with 
coinplicationa of heart and lung trouble, 
which rendered his recovery at least 
problematical. Until the day prior to 
ids death there were some hopes enter- 
tained by his friends that he would paaa 
the crisis safely, but on Thursday he 
took a serious turn for the worse and 
satik rapidly. 

The deceased was born in Charlotte- 
town, Prince Edward Island, 07 years 
I. His father, John Lawson, Q.C., 
was a well known legal practitioner in 
Charlottctown, originally from Halifax ; 
Ilia mother was IMisa Fowlo, an English 
lady, lie received his early training at 
Charloltetown, and completed hia edu- 
cation at Halifax, aitliougli as a matter 
of fact he left school at an early ago, anil 
was hugely self-educated. As a youi:h 
he was a cloSe student, a wide reader, 
and soDu 'attained to a large measure of 
educational attainnienta. He at first 
ise for his profession thatof teaching, 
in which he continued until appointed 
the ))08ition of Deputy Collector of 
Customs at Snnimeraiile, P.E.I., during 
the incumbency of which office he also 
acted aa arbitrator in connection with 
the purchase of right of way for the 
Island Itailway. His great interest in 
educational matters, which he retained 
throughout life, again called him to the 
teaching pr(jIession, and for a period of 
three or four years he was principal of 
the Charlottctown Nornial school, but a 
change having taken i)lace in the island 
goveriiiiieiit, and a now adiniiiiatraiion 
coming into power, which adopted the 
snoil.s syf^lem of otiice, Mr. LawHoii wa.s, 
with otlierodicials, removed, after which 
he turned hia attenti.jii to journalihin. 

This became his life work, and he pur- 
sued it for over forty years, A man of 
sturdy views and wielding a strong and 
vigorous pen, he enon became recognized 
aa 11 writer of conspicuous ability in his 
native province. He waa oUered and 
accepted, prior to Confederation, the po- 
sition of editor of the Sumnaersiile Pro- 
gress, and later became editor of the 
Charlottetown Patriot. For a number 
of years Mr. Ijawson spent the Eessions 
at Ottawaasa nieml er of the parlia- 
ment (ireaa gallery, ri-i)re:-;enting the Pa- 
triot, of wliicii ho became owner as well 
aa editor. Finally, ho.vcveri he sold the 
Patriot and moved Westward, where 
the cities of the larger provinces opened 
up II broader sphere for hia work. Ho 
b cama in turn a leadei| writer on the 
Toronto Globe, the Cornwall Freeholder, 
the Montreal Herald and the Montreal 
Star. The various positions he occupied 
in the editorial field gave him n wide 
and varied experience in journalism, 
and brought him in dant&ut with the 
leading men of Canada, thereby obtain- 
ing for him an insight into public affairs 
and largo questions which well qnalifiod 
him to oacupy the editorial chaii of the 
Coi.oNi.sT, a post he was offered and ac- 
cepted in the fall of 1888, and has since 
filled with Hipnal ability. 

Hia conduct of thia newapaper and hia 
editorial writings have ever been charac- 
terized by aoiind judgment, a diapaa- 
sionate treatment of public questions, 
and freedom from vituperation, re- 
crimination and iieraonalities. Ho w.ia 
well and favorably known to a large 
number of Victoria's leading citizens, 
who will feel deep regret at hia death. 
As a man, although somewhat brusque 
in his manner, he waa kind, warm 
hearted and (;enerou8. He was a man 
of strong domestic tastes, and the mem- 
bera of hia family to whom hewas deeply 
attached, feel keenly their bereavement. 
Mr. Lawson was married over forty-five 
years ago to Flora McKenzie, of Prince

Foiest had 
not the amount on diini. but lie iircuhu'ed 
all the niuney in his poMsessidU and then 
iiought a more" sucUuied jihice to dis]H)so of 
the remainder of liis poultry, lie went to 
OiulLioro Bay and there sold out to an ex- 
liressnuui. w'hom as yet he lias not been alile 
to identify. The lirst number of chickens 
sold have' since been located, but the pur- 
chaser was found innocentof live method of 
their iniporlation. No owner can be found 
for the slooii, but Collector Milne is not 
particularly an.xious over this, the vessel

TUB "anobika's" close c.M.r.. 
The four-masted British bark Amlrina, 
which was in yesterday's Coi.o.sisi' i,> 
ported as dangerously close to the Vancou- 
ver isliind shore, arrived late Friday even- 
ing at Tort Angeles, having narrowly es- 
caped wrecking near Cape liealo. Tlieship 
was deserted by the crew, uiid only by 
great good fortune was she saved. Capt. 
Smith says that for four days lie had seen 
neither sun nor stars, as during the entire 
time they were surrotinded bj^ a dense fog. 
At noon Wednesday the cry " Breakers 
ahead !" was the lirst warning he had of his 
dangerous position. A heavy sea was run- 
ning at the time and an aticnipt to wear 
tlie ship proved futile. Two anchors were 
let go, aim as the big slup rounded one of 
tlie'cables parted, leaving her within 100 
feet of the shore and in inimediate danger 
of iiarting the other cable. The breakers 
were running forty teet high, and it was 
decided 19 Ijiunch tlie boats and attempt to 
reach the , shore. The boats ttlled before 
they reached shore and several of the men 
were washed overboard but were rescued 
by their comrades. A landing was at last, 
ell'ecte(l, and that night the sailors took up 
their ipiarters under a lifeboat. In tlic 
morning the tugboat Tyhee appeared on 
the scene and took them in tow, bringing 
them safely to port. The Andrina regis- 
ters 'i.ulL' tons, and is among the largest of 
the British ships that visit the .Sounil. .She 
came direct from Auscnilia in ballast, and 
will wait for orders.

To Till! Kditou: — I notice in to-day's 
Province a i|uotalion from a recent issue of 
the Miner, that Col. Baker is very unjustly 
altackeil for his connection with this rail- 
way, and the latter paper states that, 
" holding the olllcial position he does, Col. 
Baker should defend the interests of the 
miners of Kooteiiav. and not be up to his 
eyes in a scheme which, if carried out suc- 
c'l'sstiilly, would be most frnitfnj of tlil' 
most eiiduring wrongs to them," and the 
Province, in commenting upon this, says 
that '■ it is right and proper that the .Minis- 
ter should, in a strauiht-forwaid manner, 
let the jieople of this country know exactly 
what his relations with this projetit • are, 
and if he is in any way interested in its 
success other than we all are." 

Now, it is a well known ftad generally ac- 
cepted rule that ministers of the crown and 
other high public ollicials arc debarred by 
the etiipietle of politics from answering 
newspaper strictures by rushing into print, 
when their actions are criticised. 

At the jiroper lime and place I have no 
doubt that Col. Baker will he well able to 
(lefend himself from the unjust and unfair 
attacks of his critics, at well as from the 
inuendoes of his enemies, aiid needs no one 
to be his sword-bearer; but at the same 
time I think that it would be an act of jus- 
tice to the Colonel if such gross mis-state- 
ments were denied.

TEADE AND FINANCE. 

A DuH Day on the Board— Enormously In- 
creased Deposits and Cash 
Holdings. 

New Yokk, Jan. 9.— The stock market 
to-day was dull, and so far as the usual 
prominent stocks were concerned, the 

iluctuations were narrow with a tendency 
toward a lower level. The course of 
price was influenced by profit taking. 
In the usually inactive specialties some 
noteworthy fluctuations occurred on 
special causes. 

The Now York Financer bays this 
week that the statement issued by the 
cleiiriiig iiouse banks of New York city 
lor (he week ending January 9 is a more 
i'liectivc argument in favor of an im- 
mediately low money market than 
columns of theoretical discussions. The 
enourinous increase in deposits and 
in cash lioMiiiga have been e(]uailed only 
once, — lor the week ending November 
succeeding election. Tlie exceptional 
gains, it is needless to say, were the re- 
sult of tlie January dividends payments, 
the continual flow of money to this 
centre and the large increase in saving 
deposits, As there is no outlet for this, 
money, the usual winter gold exports 
having Ijeen postponed, the. total cash 
gain appears much larger than during 
any previous year. The expansion of 
deposits unaccompanied by an increase 
in loans as is usually the caBe,also sliowa 
clearly the sourc^u of the acciunulation 
nud the result of the week's operations 
has been to increase bv !fUl,7()l,.')00 the 
idle capital iu the Now York banks, be- 
ing the total excess reserve iii) to if 1.'!,- 
1191,150, wliicli is lamer tlian fur two 
years ))aet. it is unlv lni_'ical tlujrefore 
to look for a continued low money niar- 
ketand higher rates for foreijrn exchange, 
the conditions favoring both circum- 
stances. 

It was from almost similar cause that 
the largest sterling loans were made in 
tiiis market recently, and if money rates 
aliroad go higher, as appears probable, 
some interesting developments may be 
ex peoted to result. The large gains re- 
ported for the current week were fore- 
shadowed not lone since, but the very 
great iiuireases have surpaased all ex- 
pectalion.s, and it becomes interesting to 
watch how tlie banks will endeavor to 
employ aomc of their surplus funds, and 
whether Europe will not endeavor to 
benefit through the opportunity pre- 
.^ented.

DUELLING DI^NOUNCEU. 

A Relic of Barbarism Derscrving Only of 
Kxtcrniinatlon. 

IbcHMN, Jan. 1).— iMiiperor Williams' 
duelling decree has been the chief aul;- 
ject of comi^ent in the German press 
durine the past week, and it is tho 
general opinion of the newspapers that 
the decree does not go far enough. The 
famous Leipzic university profeshir, 
Oarl Binding, criticises the decree in a 
historical article in tho DentHc^ho .liuia- 
ten Zeitnng. llo denounces dnelliiit,' 
a relic of barbarism, and nays; "He, 
who, after seducing ii man's wife and 
destroying a happy union, crowns his in- 
famy by putting a bullet into' the victim's 
lieart, is a murderer. Wherein lies the 
honor of such a man? To the guillotine 
with him, and not honorable confine 
ment in a fortress." 



ludigrnation Meetingrs Held and Ex- 
citein(3ut. So High That Trouble 
Is Anticipated. 



Tiie Indians in the vicinity of Capo 
Mudge are in a state of great excitement 
just now over the arrest on Tuesday last 
of Johnny Moon and his father, tlie 
chief of llie Cape Mudge trilie. In con- 
Eequence, Mr. Edward Wilaon, store- 
lieeper and hotel proprietor, camo to the 
city yesterday in post haste, in quest of 
Mr. A. W. Vowell, the superintendent 
of Indian afTairs. He says the Indiana 
are making no threats nor resorting to 
violence, but tliey are in tlie sulks and are 
so tlioroughly aroused that, unless 
diplomacy is displayed in dealing with 
them, trouble may be looked for. 

There are numerous traders along the 
coast, as well aa settlers, prospectors and 
others, and as ii wise precautionnry 
lueusuro he believes tl.at something 
ehoidd now be done to placate the 
offended natives. They liave been hold- 
ing indit;nation meetings over wliat 
they consider the " cultus" coniluct of 
tho white utiicers of tho law, antl the 
consensus of opinion at these " pow 
wows " has been to fight to the bitter 
end their grievances in the provin- 
cical ourts. There are among them 
some who know what civilization in this 
respect is, and hence their action. 

But this is not the dangerous aspect 
of allaira that confronts Mr. Wilson. 
He knows that most of the Indians 
possess some kind of a lire 
arm, and that their number is 
daily being increased through the 
arrival from all parts of the coast of 
cousins, brothers and visitors to jiarti- 
cipate in the festivities of a lonir-heraUl- 
ed potlach. Once maddened by whisky 
the festive company might make things 
very interesting for the' civilized com- 
munity. 

What happened to bring about the 
present agitated feeling of the natives 
does not seem altogether clear. The 
Johnny Moon arrested had issued nu- 
merous invitations for a potlach, to come 
off about this time or a little later, and 
had, either in this or some other way, 
aroused suspicion, of which Constable 
MaiiBon, Cortex island, sought corrobera- 
lion of. Whereupon llie officer visited 
Cape Mudge last Tuesday and placed un- 
der arrest the father anti son, Mr. Wil- 
son says giving no explanation for his 
action. The old man resisted ar- 
rest and so attracted a crowd of 
blanketed and husky natives to the 
beach, wliere just prior to the steamer's 
departure with tlie tS'o prisoners, a con- 
test took place, resultinL' in the boary- 
headi-d chief beirnr laken from the 
Bulhorilifp, and tlif> hitter being hur- 
riedly driven nwny. the young prisoner 
going with little objection. 

This story Mr. Wilson reluetantly re- 
lated as he was, he said, desirous of see- 
ing the authorities before having the 
news published. 

DENIED BY MK. IIEINZE. 

The Gooderhain Syndicate Have Not Ac- 
quired the Smelter at Trail. 

McjssLA.N'ii, .Ian. ',t. — A special to the 
Miner from Trail stales that F. Aug. 
Ileinze has stated positis-ely that there 
is no truth in the report that the Uood- 
erham syndicate have bought the Trail 
smelter, and he adds that no negotia- 
tions or correspondence to that end has 
taken place. A large new electric plant 
is being put in at the smelter, whicli will 
furnish both power and lights to the 
smelter and the town of Trail. Boilers 
and engines at the smelter will be held 
in reserve.

Ci'-ie Cuiulidates Express Their 
Views to the Vi.ctoria Yvest 
Electors. 



What They ^Vill Do if the Eate- 
payers Will Only Elect 
Them. 



The first shot in the iivic election 
campaign was fired last night at Vic- 
toria West, wdien the candidates for the- 
mayoralty, tho would-be aldermen for 
North Ward and .some of tho school 
trustee candidates addressed a meeting 
of electors. 

Mr. C. E. Eedforn, who was inatrii- 
mental in calling the meeting, was tho 
first speaker. Ho referred to his hartng 
once before tilled the mayor's chair and 
promisod, it ho was elected this 
vear as chief magistrate, that he 
would faithfully perform his du- 
ties. The tiiegraceful condition 
of the streets was iirst referred to, and 
the need of putting them in good condi- 
tion emphasized. He did not blame the 
jiast councils for this condition of afl'airs, 
but the apathy of the people, for unless 
the jieople put their hands in their 
pockets good streets and sidewalks could 
not be had. The great difliculty was 
that Victoria, with her 25,000 popula- 
tion, covered the same area as the city 
of Liverpool with ujiwards of (U)0,OUO peo- 
ple. He believed that at the present 
lime [laved streets were not necessary, 
and it woidd be belter to coiiline tliem- 
selvea to macadam i/.ed roads with con- 
crete gutters. People with property 
abutting on such streets could then be 
made to put in permanent sidewalks, 
and all ' projecting signs shouUl 
be removed from the biiainesfl streets. 
To macadamize the business streets he 
advocateil the borrowing of ^100,000, and 
a [laving rate might be charged for pro- 
perty abutting on streets ini[)roved. In 
reference to streets, he cited the largo 
number of bicyclists as an additional 
reison for putting the roads in good re- 
pair, and did not thinic that the owners 
of bicycles would object to a small tax 
on them. Ho did not know whore the 
fault lay for tho delay in completing the 
waterworks improvements, but he 
thought a good way of settling the diffi- 
culty between city and contractor was 
to get an unbiased, independent en- 
gineer to e.xaming and decide upon the 
matter, or, if this was not satisfnstory, 
to submit the subject to arbitration. 
While ili8api)roviug of tlie policy 
of tiio council witli regarii to 
Point Ellico bridge, yet he accepted 
the pile bridge as useful, and it 
was a strong atructiire, he hoped llie 
government would ^vaive the conditions 
that a new bridge replace it within two 
years. He hoped, too, to see some 
policy of conciliation and compensation 
extended to the bridge suQerers, The 
sewerage system was next referred to, 
Mr. Redfern advocating that tho council 
use their powers to charge a small 
frontage rental on property using the 
sewers. He endorsed theprojiosal to build 
an admiralty house; would favor ex- 
empting the militia from revenue tax 
and making a grant for band concerts in 
the [lark ; a railway to Kooteuay, and a 
home for indigent aced women. 

Mayor i!eavcn,wliO came next, spoke 
at the outset on the fact that the great 
(liiiiculty for a council to face was that 
ot linance. He felt that as much money 
as possible should be spent on streets 
and sidewalks, and that was what ho 
had always urged. This year a larger 
sum had been spent, in proportion to 
the revenue, on streets, roads and 
bridges than in the previons years, 
When talking of raising new loans peo- 
ple must remember that property own- 
ers had a good many hunlens on them 
during tho past few years, and the ex- 
pendiiure upon the debt of the 
city took up too large a jiortion 
of the revenue. Tliis, however, had to 
be met and the credit of the city main- 
tained. So unless the jieople were pre- 
pared for a liigher rate of taxation they 
could not exjiect any great increase in 
the way of improvements.. His Worship 
defeiuled the council's course with re- 
gard to Point Ellice bridge, and would 
<io what he could towards the proposed 
.\diuiral,y house.

hero handed to His Worship by Mr. 
I.edingham, wdiich were answtired, 
though not bearing on any real question 
before tho people, and tlien the Mayor 
gave way to tho next speaker. 

Aid. Macmillan started in on day 
labor versus contract, claiming that the 
sidewalks built by day labor in 1890 
were cheaper than could have been se- 
cured by contract. Talking of streets, 
he said that the people in the past had 
not wanted to' pay enough to got proper 
streets, and it was hard work getting the 
old time ideas out of the older members 
of tlio council. Next he complained 
that the taxes were too heavy on im- 
provenientH as compared with land, and 
read over various resolutions he had 
brought up at the council meetings. He 
claimed that he and not the mayor was 
the workinginan's friend, and that the 
mayor had used his posit,ion to block the 
wishes of the council when he did not 
agree with them. 

Jilr. D. H. Ividdell, a new candidate 
for tho North Ward, spoke brielly, ex- 
pressing himself in favor of increasing 
the city's population but not the debt. 
He believed in day work as opposed to 
contract, was against bonusing indus- 
tries locating in the city, but was not 
prepared to say how far he would go if 
a railway was concerned, 

Mr. W. J. Dwyer, another aldermanic 
candidate for North ward, spoke briefly, 
eayiiig that there were -several very im- 
portant questions to come up tins year, 
and it was because he realized this that 
he had consented to take the field. 
He favored economy and day work, and 
would bonus a railway if its terminus 
was to be Victoria. The completion of 
tho waterworks sliould be gone on with, 
and he promised to do his duty if 
elected, and deal fairly and squarely 
with everyone. 

The hour .was waxing late when the 
pchool trustees were reached. Dr. Lewis 
Hall being the first called to theplat- 
f inn. One of his chief points was to {he 
ellect that if the High school was to con- 
tinue, a fee should be charged for it so 
that it should be at least partially self- 
supporting. He believed in economy, 
but not in cutting teachers' salaries, and 
obiccted to the board hiring a room to 
meet in, as they should meet at the city 
hall. There were too many studies in 
the lower branches, and too many school 
books. Uesides some scheme might be 
arranged so that children might use their 
liooks for one term, and leave them for 
their sueceesors. 

Mr. IC. A. Lewis, who had already 
served on the school board, was again a 
candidate. He claimed credit in Vic- 
toria West for having helped in giving 
them a school that was a success, and it 
would still be his endeavor if elected to 
do the very best for all the schools of 
Viclorift, and to bring them to as liigh a 
slate of perfection as possible. 

Mr. It. L. Drury, iiiiother sdliool 
trustee candidate, dwelt on ttie necea- 
sity for the ciioice of good teachers anil 
ei'onomy. He could not agree with Dr. 
Hall that a fee should be charged for the 
High school. 

It was after II o'clock before the meet 
ing adjourned.
